Col. W. J. McCollough, of Tole- 
do, O., was a recent visitor to the 
gold fields of this section and, in a 
three column letter to the Toledo 
Commercial, has the following to 
say of some of the gold mine in this 
immediate locality: 

"The facts seem to bo dawning 
upon the minds of gold miners 
everywhere that the southern gold 
belt possesses claims upon their 
attention fully equal to any other 
in the entire country. The mines 
that are working are daily increas . i 
ing in worth by reason of superior ; 
intelligence in treatment of the j 
refractory ores. The wrecks that ' 
are seen in many places along the ! 
course are easily accounted for and ' 
faith in the future begins to grow I 
in strength. It all the stories of 
reckless expenditures of time and 
money in gold developments are 
rue some people should have 
sought for positions in imbecile 
establishments before assuming to 
direct affairs of this kind. 

I visited Dahlonega the other 
day and found the country so 
pletely enveloped in the mud 
that even Crackers would hardly 
venture out. Neyertheless here 
and there you could discover the 
head of a Toledo man peering 
about in search of nuggets. The 
Georgian will not toil or hustle if 
it is a little too cold or a little too 
wet. At 10 above zero shops 
actually shut down because it was 
said to be too severe for the work- 
men. In the north the man who 
tinder like conditions, would refuse 
to labor would probably be sent 
in search of another job. The 
industrial condition do not prevail 
here that exist in the north. There 
is apparently less of strife. At 
the same time there has been a 
larger growth in the larger cities, 
while the rural regions seem to 
suffer still from the effects of the 
deplorable ciyil strife. In fact it 
was the farming elements that felt 
the blow in its greatest seriousness. 
Even the emancipation proclama- 
tion of the immortal Lincoln, which 
brought redemption to millions of 
people had its serious aspect to 
others. With the few scratches of 
a pen the slaye property rights of 
all the planters and others were 
extinquished, and what a burden it 
imposed! Three thousand millions 
of dollars would not cover the loss 
of these people. No wonder they 
are poor. They were not used to 
labor. At the freedom of the 
slaves they were forced to do so. 

They haye struggled on with 
odds against them, however. They 
haye followed the raising of cotton 
until the business has been run 
into the ground. The southern 
press has lifted its voice and was 
led in this by the immortal Grady 
for a division of effort. That is 
that the raising of cereals and fruit 
be engaged in. Tbere are fruits 
appearing already from these; wise 
"counsels.

A Big Negro Killing. 

A wholesale negro killing oc^ 
curred at Palmetto on the night of 
the 15th. Seyeral more might 
have been shot had the Governor 
not sent the militia to the scene of 
action. The following dispatch of 
the 16th inst, from that place tells 
how it was done and what it was 
done for: 

"Last night nine negroes were 
arrestee 7 and placed in the ware-- 
house near the depot. The ne 
grocs were charged with the burn- 
ing of the two business blocks here 
inFebruary. 

At 1 o'clock this morning the 
mob dashed into town while the 
people slept. 

They rushed to the warehouse in 
which the nine negroes were guard- 
ed by white men. 

The door was burst open and the 
guards were ordered to hold up 
their hands. 

Then the mob fired two yolleys 
into the line of trembling, wretch- 
ed and pleading prisoners, and to 
make sure of their work, placed 
pistols in the dying men's faces 
and emptied the chambers 

Citizens who were aroused by 
the shooting and ran out to inves- 
tigate the cause were driven to 
their homes at the point of guns 
and pistols and then the mob 
mounted their horses and dashed 
out of town and back into the 
woods and home again. 

None of the mob were recogniz- 
ed, as their faces were completely 
concealed by masks. The men 
did their work orderly and cooly 
and exhibited a determination sel 
dom equaled. 

The nine negroes were tied with 
ropes and were helpless. 

The guard was held at the muz- 
zle of guns and threatened with 
death if a man moyed." 

The governor has offered $500 
for the leader and $100 each for 
the others.

THE SAM_JOSE SCALE 

EAVAQKS OK THIS AwWfc. "~I»I 
IS GKOKCIA AM> HOW" It' 
MAY UK CHKCKKi>. 

ANSWERS TO MANY INQUIRIES 



Question.— Is the San Jose scale more 
dangerous in the soutja than at the 
Rorth? 

' Answer,— Thispagfifg much more de- 
•tmctive in the south tba,n at tfceftprtli, 
owing to the longer breeding and teed- 
ing season afforded it by the sonthern 
climate. In Georgia, the scale lies dor- 
mant only about two mouthg— from 
Dec. 15 to Feb. 15— leaving it ten 
months in the year in which to multiply 
at a very rapid rate, iind prosecute its 
destructive work of sapping the life of 
the tree. Even during the dormant pe- 
riod there come days warm enough to 
revive the insects and set them to breed- 
ing again. 

In January, 1898, infested-peach twigs 
were received from Danville, Ga., on 
which living young were crawling pro- 
fusely. On Feb. 14, 1899, specimens 
were received at this office from Cairo, 

found to be breeding. Oil March 8, 1898, 
1 inspected an orchard in South C?orgia 
and found the scale breeaius ^ lee ^7 ou j 
plum trees. From this almost incessant 
breeding and feeding it can be readily 
understood that the San Jose scale is 
more dangerous in southern climates 
than at the north, where the period of 
its destructive work is cut short by the 
cold of winter. 

Again, the peach trees being more 
Susceptible to injuries of any kind than 
almost any other orchard tree, and since 
the peach is the principal fruit grown 
in this state, we suffer more from the 
ravages of the scale than other states 
that grow apples and other fruits that 
are more resistant. 

With us peach trees are entirely killed 
in two seasons after they are first at- 
tacked. On April 30, 1898, I inspected 
an orchard of 1,000 3-year peach trees 
at Pine City, Ga., and after careful 
search found only six trees infested 
with the San Jose scale. No treatment 
was applied to this orchard, and on 
Nov. 16 of the came year I visited it 
again, and found one-third of the trees 
entirely crusted over with the scale and 
in a dying condition. 

In view of these facts, with other 
similar cases, we must conclude that 
the San Jose scale is much more de- 
structive in the southern states than at 
the north.

Raising "Broom Corn." 

Question. — I have decided to grow 
"broom corn" for the market. 
Please give me all the infor- 
mation along this line possible. 

Answer.— This plant is a variety of 
"sorghum," and a native of the East 
Indies. The introduction of this plant 
Is attributed to Dr. Franklin, who, find- 
ing a seed on a whisk broom that had 
been imported, planted it, and from this 
originated the culture of "broom corn" 
in the United States. The average pro- 
duct of brush per acre is about 500 
pounds. There has been produced from 
very fine soil and locality as high as 
1 ,000 pounds per acre. 

As there seems to be no substitute for 
broom corn brush, there is always a de- 
mand for it, and it is a crop that can be 
easily cultivated. It is a profitable one 
for the farmers to raise in those sections 
to which it is well adapted. 

The seed make very good food for 
horses when mixed with oats. It Is 
also fine food for poultry after the 
chicks are two or three weeks old, when 
fed with other food. When ground 
with our common Indian corn in pro- 
portion to three bushels of broom corn 
to one of Indian corn, it makes good 
food for cattle, hogs or sheep. 

Generally speaking, broom corn grows 
best where our native corn grows best, 
and the preparation of the land is similar 
to that for corn. Good river or branch 
bottom land is best suited to this plant; 
but any good laud well drained will, 
with barnyard manure, or a good fer- 
tilizer, make a good yield. The better 
plan is to broadcast the manure,- plow 
and harrow the same so as to pulverize 
the soil thoroughly. Plant in the drill 
or in hills. The rows may be from 
three to four feet, according to the va- 
riety to be grown; the dwarf varieties 
in three feet rows and the larger varie- 
ties in four feet rows. The hills may 
be two or three feet apart. When the 
seed are sound and well-ripened, two 
quarts will be sufficient to plant one 
acre. Be sure to get good seed. You 
can use the seed drills that will plant 
small seed, or if only a few acres are to 
be planted, you can plant with the 
hand. The cultivation is similar to 
that of corn, only you have to use more 
care and skill because of the smallness 
of the plant. Thinning should be done 
when the plants are two or three inches- 
high, leaving five or six in the hill, or if 
drilled, the stalks should be left three or 
four inches apart. 

As to the harvesting and curing of 
the broom corn, I will take pleasure in 
advising you later if you desire such in- 
formation.— State Agricultural Depart-

This enterprise proved 
eessi'ul, and was soon after followed ,by 
many others in the same county (Clarke) 
and in Green, Richmond and other coun- 
ties. From small beginning* these en- 
terprises have in late years developed to 
considerable magnitude, and with a pe- 
cuniary success that points to them as 
agents of a most prosperous era in the 
history of our state. The splendid wa- 
ter powers of the Savannah at Augusta, 
and the Chattahoochee at Columbus, 
pould not long fail to attract the atten- 
tion of a people alive to their own inter- 
est and to the £°neral welfare. Georgia 
has great advantages in this respect 
over the New England states, which 
have heretofore manufactured most of 
pho American cotton and wool fabrics, 
hut fhe dawn of a brighter day has set 
in, and we see from year to year capital 
opining this way to our beautiful south 
land. Manufacturers are now convinced 
that the place to manufacture cotton 
is on the ground floor where the cotton 
is grown and produced, and sooner or. 
later, the whir of the cotton spindle 
will be heard from the top of every moun- 
tain, as well as from every valley in our 
beautiful Empire state of the south.

Spr.iylng For the Pest. 

Question.— Owing to the continued 
rains, I have been unable to spray a sin- 
gle tree since Christmas. How late can 
I spray for the San Jose scale, and must 
the per cent of oil be diminished as the 
buds advance? 

Answer.— Twenty-five per cent of 
kereoseno is the strength to be used 
against the San Jose scale during the 
dormant period, and this can be used in 
the spring until the frnit buds begin to 
open. In the spring when the tree be- 
gins to grow it is even in better condi- 
tion to resist the ill effects of the kereo- 
sene. It is invigorated and enabled to 
throw off the oil that might penetrate 
the bark. It is not safe, however, to> 
spray with any per cent while the trees 
are in fuil bloom. The kereosene would 
bnrn the petals and injure the fruit. 
After the bloom is shed the spraying 
can be continued with a 15 per cent 
mixture. A greater per cent would 
likely burn the tender foliage. The 15 
per cent strength will kill a large per 
cent of the scale and check its ravages 
to a great extent. If the orchard has re- 
ceived the 25 per cent winter treatment, 
however, it should not be necessary to 
commence the summer treatment so 
early. Every favorable day up to the 
blooming period should be utilized in 
spraying infested trees with the ao per 
cent mixture. It is important that 
bright, sunshiny days be selected to ap- 
ply the treatment, otherwise the oil 
may penetrate the bark of the trees and 
injure them before evaporating. — State 
Entomologist.

The War of the Revolution closr 
ed in 1783 and a period of 115 
years has elapsed, and, while there 
are no male survivors, there are 
still some of their widows alive. 
This state of affairs can only be 
possible on the ground that soaie 
of the soldiers, after they had at- 
tained old age, married young 
wives. The War of 1812-14 closed 
with the battle of New Orleans, on 
January 8, 1815, eighty-three 
years ago.

That Dreadful Cyclone, 

The cyclone which swept 
through Georgia last Saturday 
night demolishing barns and 
houses and crippling and killing 
people, struck 'Lumpkin county, 
but fortunately no great damage 
was done here. About JO o'clock 
the almost continuous lightning 
and thunder and unusual loud roar- 
ing in the elements did not take 
long to convince our citizens that 
it meant much danger, for the 
cloud looked angry and Dahlonega 
seemed to be in its direet path. 
But before it reached here it di- 
vided, forming two cyclones, one 
passing on cither side of our town 
in a very few minutes, disturbing 
our citizens with only a common 
wind and rain storm. 

The one that struck Will Hamps, 
near two miles from Dahlonega on 
Cane Creek, blew out the floor of 
the hall of his house, destroyed his 
crib and carried his wagon and a 
grind stone quite a distance, scat- 
tering things generally. During 
the storm Will called to his broth 
er John who was sleeping in the 
other end of the house, who arose 
and fell through the floor down 
into the cellar as he went out into 
the hall, but was not injured. A 
short distance from Hamps Rev. 
Taylor Dowdy's stable was blown 
down but his horse escaped in- 
jury. The next place it struck 
was at the Cresent Mine destroying 
or injuring nothing except the 
timber. 

The other one which passed up 
Yahoola creek twisted off the tim- 
ber about Geo. Duffs but injured 
nothing else in its path that we 
have heard of. 

At Billy Dowdy's in Crumby's 
district, it did considerable damage 
to fences and outhouses, blowing 
a calf up into a shuck pen or shu'ek 
house.

Be Careful o f Your Fire. 

The hist Legislature passed a 
law which intended to make the 
people of this state careful with 
their tire, especially in burning off 
the woods. An exchange calls at- 
tention to this law and gives a 
timely warning as ioilows: 

For the information of those 
who have not kept up with the laws 
passed by the last Legislature, we 
call attention to the fact that a law 
was passed making it a misde- 
meanor and a heavy fine for any 
one to put out fire so as to burn off 
the fields of- their ' neighbors, 
whether the fire gets out by iuteu- 
tion or caielessness, and at the 
nunc time it provides for any 
lamage such fire may do. We 
■all attention to this fact just now, 
as it is about time people are stali- 
ng out for another crop, and, as it 
is the custom to burn the grass off 
he field, to caution them that they 
should be careful and nutlet the 
fire get beyond the place intended 
to be burned. 

Sometimes fire is set out in a 
field and gets beyond control and 
burns the field and woods for miles. 
Under the present law the one set- 
ting out the fire would be subject 
to be prosecuted by every man 
whose woods and field were burned, 
besides being responsible for any 
damage that might be claimed.

It will be seen by a correspond- 

t of the Knoxvilie Journal that 
a party of about one bundred cap- 
italists and mining men are antici- 
pating visiting Dahlonega, who, 
are expected here as soon as the 
eather moderates. 

Col. S. M. Wharton, owner of 
the celebrated Calhoun gold mine, 
eturned a few days ago after be- 
ing absent at his home in Spokane 
far several weeks. The Colonel 
spent Friday and Saturday ill 
Dahlonega after which he returned 
to the Ca'houn where he has a 
large force of hands engaged in 
making the pecessary improve- 
ments so as to have the mill in opr 
eration at an early day. 

Mr. Thies, son of Capt. A. 
Thies who resided in. Dahlonega 
many years ago, was here again 
last week making an investigation 
of the Jumbo and other mining 
properties! It may be that Mr. 
Thies will become more interested 
in the near future. 

Some four or five thousand feet 
of hcayy oak timbers are being 
delivered at the iron tube across 
Yahoola creek above Winr £) y : ' s 
mill, belonging to the DeJnioaega 
C. G. M, Co., which conveys wa- 
ter to various mines, tq take the 
places of tlie decayed material 
which holds qp the large tube.

The tramway from the Singleton 
ill to the Tahloneka mine, spoken 
f as being cooetrncted last week, 
as completed and the car put on 
the track Saturday afternoon. 

The five stamp mill on the Stew- 
art property near A<U'aria, was set 
to running Thursday of last week, 
The owner has every thing arrang- 
ed so that he ean add five more 
whenever he deems it .necessary. 
We do not kn»v what experience 
the owner has in mining but if he 
has a fair knowledge .of the work- 
ings from what we learn this mine 
will pay well. 

Mr. Walker was intending to 
have the mill nming at the Cresent 
mine by next Monday but the 
weather has been so bad that he 
may not succeed in doing so be- 
fore the first of next month. 

Mr. Pope, of Atlanta, has been 
looking over some mining proper- 
ty here this week in company with 
Mr. Thies. 

The deposit miners generally 
complain of not having enough 
water, but for the past few weeks 
they have had too much. 

The Savannah morning News in 
speaking of the Georgia mines 
says: "The gold mines of Gcor- 
haye been neglected for many 
is. If the development of 
them had been continued from the 
that gold was found in paying 
quantities in them until the present 
time, it is probable that Georgia 
would now be considered one of 
the leading gold producing * states. 
But the mines were abandoned 
hen gold was discovered in Cali- 
fornia, and mining on a large 
scale has neyer been renewed.

mind will but partially comprehend the 
magnitude of its results and possibilities. 
The new year is remarkable in more 
than one respect. It brings us not only 
face to face with new and strange polit- 
ical questions, but the long hoped-for 
prosperity promised us by the present 
federal administration upon the settle- 
ment of these questions. During the 
past five years we have traveled wearily 
through a most trying period of depres- 
sion. Met on all sides by discouraging 
conditions, we have had many hard- 
ships and set-backs, but much of it has 
been our own fault. We have the rem- 
edy in our own hands for many of our 
troubles. "Will we apply it, and apply 
it now? As I see it, the remedy lies, 
first, in the farmer raising his own sup- 
plies at home, ample and sufficient; then 
raise as much cotton as you can. When 
your barns are full, your mules will do 
a good day's work. Your cows give 
milk, and your butter is sweet, rich and 
c f a golden hue. Your hens lay every 
day, and your hogs are healthy and 
prolific. But when your barns are 
empty, your mules have the lampers or 
blind staggers, your cows have hollow- 
' horn, the feathers on yomr hans are 
turned the wrong way, and your hogs 
get lousey and have the mange. 

I speak to the farmers from practical 
experience. I was born and reared in 
Southwest Georgia, in the heart of the 
cotton belt. I belong to your profes- 
sion, am one of you, and I know 
that no man in that section can 
produce cotton at the present price, 
to the neglect of his plantation 
supplies. He cannot keep up his 
farm, support his family and educate 
his children. You may take the best 
farmer in Georgia, let him adopt this 
plan, and it will only be a question of 
time— the end of that man will be bank- 
ruptcy. Do not misunderstand me. I 
am not against the production of cot- 
ton as a product, because Georgia is a 
cotton state, and we need a cotton crop 
as well as other products, but not to the 
exclusion of other crops. Therefore, let 
me beg you, once more, to arrange and 
diversify your crop.-, so that this fall we 
may arrive at the gates of prosperity, to 
see stretched peacefully before us the 
broad, rich and sunny fields of industry, 
laden with the golden fruits of con- 
tented toil— a picture, as well as a 
reality, which all the people of Geor- 
gia will hail with joy. 

There has been a great deal of com- 
plaint, in a general way, that the in- 
spections and analyses of fertilizers, af- 
ter all, have been unsatisfactory. I 
have, therefore, determined to make a 
complete and thorough inspection of all 
guanos, in every section of the state. 
To this end, if at any time a consumer 
or retail agent may desire an in- 
spection of any brand of fertilizer, he 
can, by giving notice to this depart- 
ment, have a sample taken by an au- 
thorized inspector, and the same shall 
be analyzed by the state chemist; pro- 
vided, however, that in all such 
samples shall be taken from unbroken 
bags or packages. The consumers pay 
the tax on f.*uauos,and it will be my pleas- 
ure to see that they are amply protected, 
and it shall be done, even though it 
take all of the fertilizer tax to accom- 
plish it. All I ask is the co-operation 
of the farmers of Georgia. 

In the face of a short corn and forage 
crop the farmers generally, throughout 
the state, had determined to sow more 
largely of grain, but the weather condi- 
tions have been very unfavorable for 
both fall and spring seeding; hence the 
acreage both for wheat and oats falls 
far short of what we at one time ex- 
pected. The spring sowing of oats has 
been seriously damaged, and in many 
seotions entirely killed. Of course, this 
is a heavy blow to the agricultural in- 
terests of Georgia; but we must meet 
these conditions as best we can by sub- 
stituting such forage crops as are best 
suited to our soil. I would suggest the 
planting of an acre of sorghum, an acre 
of rye, an acre of millet, an acre of oats, 
an acre of early speckle peas for a for- 
age crop. Use the best land at your 
lonrruand, with special care in the prep- 
tratiou of the soil, and manure liber- 



ally. You can increase or decrease the 
size of your lots as your needs may sug- 
gest. These crops can be cut in the, 
green state, os you may need the for- 
age, and allowed to dry a day or so. bo- 
fore feeding. 

As fanners are from three to five 
weeks behind with their work, especially 
plowing, many suggestions made in my 
February talk will be applicable for this 
month's work— hence, I would ask that 
you read again our last month's "Talk," 
as well bs the questions and answers 
therein contained. Do not, in your 
haste, plow your lands too wet — neither 
will it pay to plant corn until you have 
thoroughly prepared your soil for the 
grain. I would rather be two weeks 
late in seeding my crop, with the land 
well broken and bedded, taking special 
care to put in compost or commercial 
manure, than to plant the usual time 
with the ground hastily and ill prepared 
and the grain and fertilizer put in in a 
careless manner. "What is worth do- 
ing at all, is worth doing well," applies 
with peculiar force to farm work.

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As to Oiiiou Planting. 

Question. — Will you please inform 
me how many onion sets I will need to 
plant one acre in onions? I would be 
glad to have any information in regard 
to onion planting, culture, harvesting 
and marketing the same. 

Answer.— The onion crop is regarded 
as one of the most profitable of the gar- 
den. It is usually grown from seta 
sold in bunches in the green state; how- 
ever, many gardeners raise their own 
sets and save the expense of buying 
them. This can be done by selecting a 
poor piece of land, pulverizing the soil 
With a plow, harrow and rake. It will 
take about four pounds of good onion 

to plant one acre if you have 
machine, otherwise, it will take a little

about nine inches apart. Skip every 
seventh row. This will form

Take up the sets, say 
about Aug. 1, well dried, place in your 
barn loft, spread out not more than 
four inches thick.

mand. Broadcast and plow in well- 
rotted manure at the rate of 75 tons per 
Again, your preparation of the 
must be thorough and deep, and 
the land put in perfect order. Plant 
sets in rows 9 inches apart, leaving 
the seventh row for an alley. Place 
sets in the drills at the distance of 9 
inches apart, pressing the bulb firmly 
down, right side up. Close the rows 
with a rake or the foot. Roll the 
ground well and make it compact. As 
soon as you can plainly see the onions 
begin to start up, use the hoe in the 
middle, and where you can not use the 
hoe, use the fingers in breaking the 
ground around the plant. Two or three 
good workings, if done at the proper 
tims, will be sufficient. It will take 
from 6 to 10 bushels of sets to plant 
an acre, depending upon the size of the 
sets. — State Agricultural Department.

Cover 
lightly, cultivate shallow, only being 
sure to cut down all weeds and grass, 
as rice is a tender plant when young 
and is easily crowded out by any other 
growth. 

Harvesting should be done when the 
upper half of the head is ripe. The s 
will then still be green, and after 
ing makes f ue forage for horses and 
tie. Cut and place the "hands" oi 
stubble to dry. In 24 hours of good 
weather it will be sufficiently cured to 
tie in bundles and house or stack. 
Never tie in bundles while the straw is 
damp. The grain can be separated 
from the straw either by flails or thrash- 
ing machines.

A Letter JtFrom A Lumpkin 
County Soldier. 

Camp Taylor, 
Sancti Si»IRITU8, 

March 17, 1899. 
Ed. Nugget: — 

I thought I would write you and 
let you know what kind of a coun- 
try this ;is. We, the 4th Tennessee 
Regiment of Volunteer Infantry, 
commanded by Col. Harvey H. 
Hannah, who was educated at the 
N. G. A. College, are shaded 
about two raUes from Sancti Spiri- 
tus. We are all well, cheerful 
, and gay. We have heard news 
I from the States telling us that we 
J are to be recalled and our places 
filled by regulars. 

Sancti Spiritus is a city of about 
15,0C0 people, situated in .about 
the center ot the province of Santa 
Clara. The city is populated al- 
most wholly by white people, but 
there are dark ^pojts to be seen in 
t&e m herbs. 

W» don't have roacb to do as 
the people are orderly, well behav 
ed and kind. There has been no 
crops here in four years but 
preparations haye been made to 
plant in the spring. There are 
huge plantations and sugar ma- 
chinery lying idle, but before a 
year they will be operated again. 

We have visitors from the states 
here yery often— newspaper men 
and capitalists— looking for a good 
thing. I think there has already 
been several trades made. 

Green corn, beans, peas, cab- 
bage and tomatoes can be raised 
here all the year round. Sugar 
and tobacco seem to be the princi- 
pal product. There is a fine vari- 
ety of sweet potatoes growing 
wild. There is a lot of fruit here. 
Oranges, banannas, lemons and 
cocoanuts seem to be the principal 
ones. I think that this is the gar- 
den spot of the world and I also 
think a good place to locate. 
There are no hogs or sheep here at 
all and only a few cattle and goats. 
Meat is very high. Bacon 26 cents 
a pound, hams £0, and beef 35 
cents. Game ^ckens are here., 
the finest 1 ever -saw. Eggs ace 
5 cents a piece and co have oue 
fried ten cents. Don't grumble 
about Georgia prices no more. 

The whole regiment is very 
proud of its Colonel, who has a 
host of friends in your yicinity, 
for when at school he boarded at 
the Burnside House. The pio- 
prietor was Mr. Allen, Hoping 
you will excuse my grammer I 
will now close.

sensorial conditions are shififuo 
from opposite sides of the equator, 
continues in its perturbing influ- 
ence until after the middle o\ 
April, hence the tendency to Apri 
showers through most of this 
month, even outside of the limits 
of the regular storm periods. Cen 
tering on the 3rd and 4th, look foi 
rise of temperature, falling baro- 
meter and many showers with 
bluster and thunder, Change 
high pressure, west winds and 
much cooler, with snow on north 
ern sides, will wind up the pertur- 
bation. The moon being in perigee 
on the 5th will tend very much to 
intensity and prolong atmospheric 
disturbances. The storm diagram 
shows that a Vulcan storm period 
extends from the 7th to the 11th, 
inside of a Mercury period which 
is central on the 11th. Hence 
Earth and JMercury will combine, 
in addition to other causes of 
.storms at this place. The moon 
passes over the celestial equator 
on the 7lh and is new on the 10th, 
indicating that a very warm w 
for the season will appear during 
this period. A general low bi 
meter will also develop and m 
storms of rain and hail will cross 
the country from west to east. No 
one should be surprised if a smack 
of late sleet and snow visits north- 
ern sections as a sequel to the e 
motions of this period. As a rule 
in such cases, the warm weather 
does not break down until the 
moon leaches or has passed its 
new. New moon being on the IOtb 
we predict that storm conditions 
will reach their maximum about 
Saturday, Sunday, and Monday, 
the 8th, 9th and 10th, and be fol- 
lowed promptly by sharp chauge 
to cooler on and about the 11th. 

The Mercury and Earth braces 
reach forward so as to cover the 
next period, the 14th 16th, hence 
April showers are liable to strike 
any part of the country interm 
ate between the two regular 
riods. Bat the times of marked 
storm conditions, with general and 
heavy disturbances, will always fall 
within the limits of the storm per 
iods. Hence about the 14th to 16th 
look for showery condition to 
deepen into heavier and more gen- 
eral storms, with much hail in many 
sections. Chauge to much cooler, 
with frosts northward, will follow 
in the wake of storms. 

The Vulcan storm period, ex- 
tending from the 18th to 22nd, will 
bring a decided change to warmer 
weather, with falling barometer 
generally. These conditions will 
culminate about Wednesday, the 
19th to Friday 21st, in renewed and 
heavy storms of thunder, rain and 
hail. We name Friday, the 21st as 
the most probable date for such 
disturbances, from the fact that 
the Earth is on the equator on that 
date. Headers must keep in mind 
the fact that the opposition of 
Jupiter will intensify all disturban- 
ces during the last half of April. 
No one. should be surprised or 
alarmed to feel the Earth shiver 
with seismic shocks, and all threat- 
ening storm clouds, during warm, 
muggy weather and low borometcr 
should be carefully scanned, before 
they break in unlooked-for fury. 
Another spell of very cool weather 
with frost northward will naturally 
follow after the storms of the >pc- 
riod, lasting for several days. • 

The reactionary storm period 
centering on the 25th and 26th i: 
exactly coincident with full moot 
on the day of Jupiter's opposition 
with Earth and Sun, both falling 
on the 25th. There is no doubt that 
these oppositions' of the great 
planets are attended with such 
notable phenomena in so rnanj 
quarters of the earth as to con 
stitute a maximum of meteorologi 
cal unrest and perairbation.
